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APPROPRIATIONS  RECOMMENDED  FOR  1933 

Merrimac,  Mass.,  February  1,  1933. 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Merrimac: 

It  has  been  the  purpose  of  your  Committee  to  make  recommenda¬ 
tions  for  the  various  departments  of  the  town  so  that  a  tax  rate 
not  in  excess  of  $44.00  will  prevail  this  year.  Obviously  in  view 
of  the  limited  source  of  revenue  and  the  unusually  large  expenditures 
for  Public  Welfare,  Soldiers’  Relief  and  Old  Age  Assistance,  the 
appropriations  for  other  governmental  functions  must  be  ma¬ 
terially  less  than  in  past  years,  and  some  activities  must  be  en¬ 
tirely  eliminated.  To  this  latter  end  we  recommend  that  no  ap¬ 
propriation  be  made  this  year  for  the  construction  of  permanent 
sidewalks,  the  purchase  of  gravel  and  cutting  brush  on  the  road¬ 
sides.  The  Committee  has  endeavored  to  so  allocate  the  necessary 
reductions  in  departmental  appropriations  as  to  result  in  the  least 
possible  interference  with  the  efficient  conduct  of  town  affairs; 
and  we  take  this  occasion  to  express  our  appreciation  of  the  co¬ 
operation  which  has  been  given  by  practically  all  of  the  town  officials. 

It  is  to  be  noted  that  we  have  recommended  an  appropriation 
of  $24,000.00  for  the  Public  Welfare  Department  and  we  sincerely 
hope  that  the  voters  will  endorse  our  recommendation.  Last 
year  the  sum  of  $32,584.10  was  expended  by  this  department,  of 
which  only  $21,176.26  was  appropriated  by  the  annual  and  special 
town  meetings,  making  expenditures  for  the  year  $11,407.84  in 
excess  of  the  appropriations.  It  seems  clear  that  it  is  unwise  to 
pursue  such  a  policy  and  that  it  is  unquestionably  preferable  to 
appropriate  an  adequate  amount  for  this  purpose.  We  doubt  if, 
in  view  of  the  present  outlook,  anyone  would  consider  that  much 
in  excess  of  twenty-five  per  cent  of  the  expenditures  of  last  year 
in  this  department  could  by  any  means  be  saved  during  the  cur¬ 
rent  year.  On  the  other  hand,  we  feel  that  if  the  recommended 
sum  is  appropriated  every  possible  effort  should  be  made  by  the 
Board  of  Public  Welfare  to  keep  the  expenditures  within  this  limit. 
A  similar  situation  exists  with  reference  to  our  recommendations 
for  Soldiers’  Relief  and  Old  Age  Assistance. 

In  our  endeavor  to  recommend  appropriations  to  keep  the  tax 
rate  for  this  year  at  the  figure  of  forty-four  dollars  a  thousand 
we  have  anticipated  an  appropriation  of  $500.00  for  a  town  phy¬ 
sician  and  $3,223.74  to  cover  a  1932  overdraft  in  the  Public  Wel¬ 
fare  Department.  In  this  figure  we  have  not  taken  into  con¬ 
sideration  the  expense  incident  to  the  possible  establishment  of  a 
commissary  depot,  as  the  expense  of  the  operation  of  such  would 
necessarily  be  merely  conjectural  upon  our  part. 

The  tax  rate  of  forty-four  dollars  above  mentioned  has  suggested 
itself  to  us  as  being  the  lowest  possible  rate  which  we  may  hope  to 
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secure  for  this  year  in  view  of  the  anticipated  expenditures,  and 
without  making  such  drastic  reductions  in  departmental  appropria¬ 
tions  as  will  impair  the  efficient  operation  of  the  various  essential 
activities  of  the  town.  In  this  connection  it  will  be  well  to  have 
in  mind  the  fact  that  appropriations  made  in  1932  totalled 
$117,439.51  and  that  the  expenditures  in  excess  of  these  appro¬ 
priations  amounted  to  $13,088.17.  The  tax  rate  for  1932  was 
$47.00  and  had  the  overdrafts  for  the  year  been  included  in  the 
tax  rate  the  rate  last  year  would  have  been  at  least  $53.50  a 
thousand.

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SELECTMEN’S  REPORT 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Merrimac: 

The  Selectmen  herewith  submit  their  annual  report  for  the  year 
1932,  for  your  consideration 

Old  Age  Assistance 

In  this  department  29  persons  were  aided  last  year.  Three 
have  died  during  the  year,  and  one  moved  to  another  Town. 

At  present  one  third  of  this  assistance  is  paid  by  the  state  and 
two  thirds  by  the  town. 

The  amount  of  assistance  given  to  any  one  person  ranges  from 
$4.00  to  $9.00  per  person. 

The  average  is  $6.20  per  person. 

.  Cement  Sidewalks 

335  yards  of  sidewalk  was  laid  on,  School  Street,  and  384  yards 
on  Locust  Street. 

The  appropriation  for  doing  this  work  was  $1,000.00,  for  ma¬ 
terial  and  superintending  the  work  and  the  labor  was  supplied  from 
the  Welfare  Department. 

The  actual  cost  of  doing  this  work  including  material,  the  laying 
of  cement,  work  on  foundation,  grading,  railing  etc.,  was  $2,017.50. 

It  was  estimated  the  whole  job  if  done  by  contract,  would  cost 
$1,949.90. 

Judging  from  these  figures  it  would  seem  as  though  the  Town 
received  very  good  results  on  this  job  by  using  the  Welfare  labor. 

Highway 

For  several  years  the  Selectmen  have  followed  the  policy  of 
gravelling  and  oiling  some  new  road  each  year.  It  is  impossible 
to  rebuild  all  the  road  in  one  year.  This  year  by  using  the  Wel¬ 
fare  labor  several  streets  were  gravelled  and  more  streets  were 
oiled  than  usual. 

Every  one  living  on  a  road  that  is  not  gravelled  and  oiled  thinks 
that  their  road  is  the  worst  road  in  town  and  should  be  repaired 
first.  We  have  tried  to  repair  the  worst  and  most  travelled  roads 
first. 

In  order  to  maintain  the  roads  in  their  present  condition  and 
receive  the  allotment  of  $3,100.00  from  the  state  it  will  be  necessary 
to  appropriate  about  $5,000.00  for  this  work. 
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This  year  we  think  it  would  be  better  not  to  make  the  usual 
appropriation  for  gravelling  but  to  have  an  appropriation  for  oil¬ 
ing  the  roads.  There  are  about  11  miles  of  road  that  should  be 
oiled  this  year.  As  it  costs  about  $400.00  per  mile  to  haul  the  sand 
and  buy  and  apply  the  oil  and  spread  the  sand  it  means  that  it 
will  require  quite  a  sum  to  do  the  job.  Welfare  labor  can  be  used 
on  this  work. 


Welfare  Department 

This  department  seems  to  present  a  more  serious  problem  each 
year. 

There  are  more  people  out  of  work  now  than  a  year  ago,  and 
there  seems  to  be  no  immediate  relief  in  sight.  Last  year  421 
persons  were  aided  during  the  year. 

Of  this  number  69  were  state  cases,  41  claimed  their  residence 
in  Haverhill,  14  in  Amesbury,  3  in  Newburyport,  3  in  Quincy, 
and  6  in  Lynn. 

This  does  not  mean  that  all  of  these  were  aided  at  any  one  time, 
but  that  at  some  time  during  the  year  this  number  received  some 
relief  from  the  Welfare  Department. 

In  some  cases  fuel  was  the  only  aid  given,  in  some  cases  hos¬ 
pital  aid  was  the  only  item. 

In  all  136  persons  were  aided  for  which  the  town  received  re¬ 
imbursements. 

January  1,  1933,  there  were  349  persons  being  aided. 

This  year  all  those  whose  residence  was  Merrimac,  have  been 
asked  to  work  for  what  they  received.  These  men  have  worked 
1419  days.  They  worked  on  the  highway,  cutting  and  burning 
brush  on  the  road  side,  cement  sidewalks,  cutting  brush  in  Town 
Forest  and  in  the  cemetery. 

Soldiers’  Relief 

There  were  84  persons  aided  in  this  department  during  the  year. 
January  1,  1933^  forty-four  persons  were  receiving  aid. 

Insurance 

Early  in  the  year  it  was  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Select¬ 
men  that  if  we  would  have  a  revaluation  of  the  town  buildings  and 
contents  and  make  a  few  repairs  to  eliminate  what  the  Insurance 
Company  considered  were  fire  hazards  we  might  obtain  a  much 
lower  rate  on  our  insurance. 

The  rate  which  we  were  paying  was  made  in  1925.  Since  that 
time  several  changes  had  been  made  in  the  buildings  and  much

had  been  done  that  would  tend  to  lower  the  rate.  A  revaluation 
of  the  buildings  and  contents  was  made  and  all  fire  hazards  checked 
up.  It  was  found  that  the  expense  would  be  small  to  obtain  a 
much  lower  rate.  By  far  the  largest  expense  was  on  the  Town 
Hall  building.  Extensive  changes  had  to  be  made  in  the  electric 
wiring  and  several  repairs  in  the  basement  of  the  building.  These 
repairs  were  the  reason  for  the  overdrafts  in  the  Town  Hall  repairs 
appropriation. 

We  now  have  a  rate  of  $1.96  per  hundred  as  against  $3.36  per 
hundred  the  old  rate.  We  are  also  carrying  more  insurance  on 
the  buildings  than  formally.  The  amount  of  insurance  on  the 
old  rate  was  $121,000.00,  at  a  total  cost  of  $4,065.60  for  a  five 
year  term  or  $813.12  for  one  year.  On  the  new  rate  the  amount 
of  insurance  is  $143,355.00  at  a  total  cost  of  $2,810.76  for  a  five 
year  term  or  $562.15  per  year,  making  a  saving  of  $250.97  per  year 
and  an  increase  of  $22,355.00  in  the  total  amount  of  insurance 
carried. 

All  policies  are  written  for  a  five  year  term  and  expire  on  the  15th 
of  November.  The  following  is  the  amount  of  insurance  expiring 
on  November  15th  of  each  year.

There  will  be  returned  to  the  town,  in  February,  about  $600.00. 
This  amount  was  obtained  by  the  cancellation  of  the  old  policies 
and  re-writing  them  at  the  new  rate. 

A  great  deal  of  credit  is  due  the  Insurance  Company  for  their 
efforts  to  help  obtain  this  new  rate  as  they  did  the  work  at  their 
own  expense.  All  that  it  cost  the  town  was  the  expense  of  the 
repairs.

To  make  possible  statistical  studies  of  the  health  conditions.

This  year  the  department  responded  to  the  largest  number  of 
alarms  recorded  for  years. 

We  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $3,300.00  be  appropriated  for 
the  salaries  and  general  maintenance  of  the  department,  also  that 
$500.00  be  appropriated  for  the  purchase  of  fire  hose. 

The  fire  alarm  system  is  in  good  condition  with  the  exception 
of  fire  alarm  boxes.  In  the  past  we  have  been  replacing  the  old 
type  of  boxes  which  were  purchased  a  number  of  years  ago,  and 
they  have  given  good  service,  but,  we  recommend  that  as  soon 
as  conditions  are  improved  that  the  town  appropriate  a  sum  of 
money  for  the  purchase  of  new  and  up  to  date  boxes. 

In  recommending  the  sum  of  $3,300.00  we  have  considered  the 
conditions  of  the  town,  and  also  the  needs  of  the  department. 

This  year  a  set  of  tires  should  be  purchased  for  the  Reo  Com¬ 
bination  at  the  Central  Fire  Station,  also  the  purchase  of  blankets 
or  covers  for  the  salvaging  of  property,  which  if  purchased  will 
greatly  reduce  the  loss  by  water  on  the  contents  of  buildings. 

The  department  at  present  consists  of  28  men,  of  which  3  are 
substitutes.

REPORT  OF  CEMETERY  TRUSTEES 
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REPORT  OF  CEMETERY  TRUSTEES 

To  the  Selectmen  and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Merrimac: 

It  has  not  been  the  custom  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Town  Ceme¬ 
teries  to  make  a  report  of  their  doings  in  the  past  because  they 
were  merely  of  a  routine  nature,  but  this  year  we  have  thought 
that  it  would  be-  of  interest  to  the  citizens  of  the  town  if  we  called 
attention  to  certain  changes  and  physical  improvements  which 
we  have  made  in  the  properties  placed  in  our  care. 

We  have  ploughed  and  seeded  down  the  center  of  the  plot  of 
ground  on  the  westerly  corner  of  Locust  Grove  so  as  to  make  a 
level  lawn  and  thus  conform  to  the  plan  which  the  owners  of  the 
surrounding  lots  have  so  well  carried  out,  thus  making  for  the  beauty 
of  this  section. 

We  have  also  cleared  the  addition  on  the  top  of  the  hill  of  the 
growth  of  trees  and  bushes,  and  propose  as  soon  as  possible  to 
lay  out  avenues  and  lots  for  occupation. 

We  have  moved  the  tool  house  to  a  better  and  more  convenient 
location. 

We  have  also  taken  out  some  of  the  trees  in  the  center  of  the 
cemetery  where  they  were  so  near  together  that  they  shaded  the 
ground  so  that  the  grass  would  not  grow  on  the  lots  beneath  them. 

In  the  Church  Street  grounds  we  have  taken  out  four  large 
pine  trees  which  holders  of  lots  beneath  them  have  been  asking 
us  to  do  for  a  long  time  as  no  grass  would  grow  under  pine  needles. 

These  improvements  have  been  in  our  minds  for  a  long  time 
but  we  could  not  do  them  because  we  had  no  money  that  we  could 
use  for  this  purpose,  but  owing  to  the  business  depression  we  have 
found  many  men  who  wished  to  cut  the  wood,  and  that  worked 
out  to  our  mutual  benefit,  we  disposed  of  the  trees,  and  many  home 
fires  were  kept  burning  through  the  cold  weather. 

There  have  been  about  forty  cords  of  wood  carried  away. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  welfare  workers  of  the  town  for  their 
labor  and  without  which  we  could  not  have  done  the  work. 

We  hold  a  small  amount  of  money  which  was  deposited  dur¬ 
ing  Mr.  Larkin’s  administration  for  work  at  Locust  Grove,  this 
we  are  using  for  these  improvements  where  we  are  obliged  to  use 
money,  but  we  must  use  this  with  great  care,  so  that,  if  possible, 
it  may  carry  us  through.  We  have  not  used  any  of  the  taxpayer’s 
money  yet  and  hope  we  will  not  be  obliged  to. 

Some  of  the  Perpetual  Care  Accounts  have  accumulated  a  con¬ 
siderable  surplus  and  this  we  have  drawn  on  largely  for  improve- 
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ments  which  were  very  much  needed  on  these  individual  lots, 
and  we  expect  at  the  request  of  the  owners  to  treat  others  in  the 
coming  year  also.  We  would  urge  a  more  extensive  use  of  this 
plan  by  lot  owners  as  it  provides  an  income  for  the  care  of  lots, 
without  worry  on  the  part  of  the  owners,  and  after  their  death 
or  removal  from  town  assures  good  care  of  their  lots  for  all  time 
and  prevents  the  disfigurement  of  the  whole  cemetery  by  unsightly 
and  neglected  lots. 

The  Trustees  would  be  glad  to  talk  with  any  one  who  wishes, 
about  this  matter. 

While  we  have  taken  out  many  trees  where  they  were  too  close 
together,  we  hope  to  plant  some  new  ones  where  there  are  none 
.at  present.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  PLAYGROUND 
COMMISSIONERS 

The  Playground  Commissioners  herein  submit  their  first  annual 
report  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1932. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  we  have  received  no  money,  either  by 
appropriation,  popular  subscription,  or  donation  to  assist  us  in 
our  work  we  feel  that  the  year  has  been  very  successful. 

The  baseball  diamond,  on  which  nearly  50  games  of  professional 
baseball  and  several  games  of  football  were  played,  during  the 
summer  and  fall  months,  was  our  greatest  accomplishment.  It 
furnished  entertainment  and  encouragement  for  those  who  were 
financially  or  physically  unable  to  find  it  otherwise  and  furnished 
the  children  with  safe  and  healthy  recreation.  Estimated  at¬ 
tendance  was  as  high  as  750  persons  per  evening. 

The  ball  diamond  was  cleared  by  volunteer  labor  from  interested 
men  and  boys  assisted  by  the  following: 

Merrimac  Fire  Dept.,  burning  grass;  Town  Tractor,  one  day; 
Town  Truck,  one  day;  Ralph  L.  Buzzelle,  truck  5  days;  Byron 
Sargent,  truck  one  day;  Charles  Wallace,  team  one  day;  E.  C. 
Emerson,  use  of  tools. 

The  following  donations  were  received  in  the  completion  of  the 
back  stop,  benches,  base  lines,  etc. 

Merrimac  Electric  Light  Dept.,  5  used  poles;  James  R.  Thomas, 
trucking;  Homer  R.  Sargent,  lumber;  Andrew  O.  Nicol,  lumber; 
John  B.  Judkins,  wire;  Herman  F.  Davis,  lime;  W.  T.  Kelley,  H  and 
P  plates;  Mass.  N.  E.  St.  Ry.  Co.,  Tool  Chest;  Ralph  L.  Buzzelle, 
trucking;  Brooks  Lumber  Co.,  score  board. 

The  standing  grass  was  given  to  Henry  Deminie  for  his  labor 
in  keeping  the  ball  field  mowed. 

During  the  season,  welfare  labor  was  used  for  the  purpose  of 
cutting  and  burning  brush  etc.,  trimming  trees,  setting  boundary 
stones,  laying  a  tile  drainage  from  the  pond  to  the  street  sewer  and 
filling  the  pond  with  dirt  and  rocks.  The  tile  used  was  donated 
by  Dr.  F.  E.  Sweetsir.  The  work  was  done  under  the  supervision 
of  the  playground  commission. 

Seventy-five  loads  of  stone,  from  a  stone  wall,  and  thirty  loads 
of  loam  were  taken  from  the  playground  and  used  in  the  construc¬ 
tion  and  grading  of  sidewalks  on  School  and  Locust  Streets. 

Seventy-five  cedar  posts  were  donated  by  Homer  Sargent  to  be 
used  in  the  erection  of  a  new  fence  between  the  playground  and  the 
pasture  of  Frank  N.  Rand. 
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We  hope  to  be  able  to  construct  amusements  for  smaller  child¬ 
ren  next  season.  The  lack  of  funds  to  buy  materials  made  it  im¬ 
possible  to  do  so  this  year. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  those  who  have  helped  us,  either  by  labor 
or  donations,  in  our  endeavors  this  year  and  we  solicit  the  aid  of 
everyone  so  that  our  realizations  will  be  greater  than  our  antici¬ 
pations  for  the  ensuing  year.

The  funded  or  fixed  debt,  totals  $8,000.00,  of  which  $2,000.00 
matures  in  1933. 

The  legal  limit  for  revenue  loans  in  1933  is  $101,938.25.

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BUILDINGS  AND  GROUNDS 

Throughout  1932  as  much  was  done  in  the  way  of  upkeep  as  the  budget 
allowed. 

At  the  High  School  the  outside  bell  was  repaired,  40  feet  of  3-inch  water 
pipe  in  the  basement  were  replaced,  the  electric  wiring  was  adjusted  to  meet 
the  needs  of  the  inspector,  and  a  rain  leak  in  the  upper  hall  on  the  Walnut 
Street  side  was  tended  to.  With  the  assistance  of  Mr.  DeLong  an  auto-horn  fire 
signal  was  installed  in  order  that  the  sound  of  the  fire  alarm  might  be  distinctive 
from  that  of  the  signal  for  the  passing  of  classes.  The  latter  is  used  at  least 
28  times  a  day.  In  the  commercial  room  the  old  desk  table  was  draped  with 
cretonne  to  avoid  the  purchase  of  a  new  desk. 

At  the  Junior  High  School  on  Prospect  Street,  during  the  spring,  a  much- 
needed  closet  was  built  in  the  basement,  a  bookshelf  was  placed  in  the  eighth 
grade  room,  a  lock  on  the  door  of  this  room,  and  repairs  were  made  on  the  front 
door  and  on  the  porch.  During  the  summer  a  front  post  and  the  lattice  work 
beneath  were  repaired;  inside,  the  seats  were  screwed  down  securely  and  sheets 
of  steel  were  placed  beneath  six  of  the  seats  in  the  eighth  grade  room,  so  shattery 
was  the  wood  of  the  floor.  Upstairs,  zinc,  extending  to  the  front,  was  placed 
beneath  the  stove,  and  a  lock  was  added  on  this  door  also.  In  the  fall  a  netting 
was  placed  on  the  southwest  window  downstairs,  to  avoid  breakage  during 
ball  playing,  and  a  plain  table  for  science  demonstrations  was  placed  in  the  down¬ 
stairs  room. 

At  the  Centre  School  during  the  summer  an  electric  light  was  added  at  the 
top  of  the  stairs  going  to  the  boys’  basement,  the  furnace  funnel  was  cleaned 
and  cared  for,  a  new  supply  pipe  to  the  boiler  was  installed,  which  necessitated 
the  digging  up  of  the  cement  floor,  a  new  steam  gauge  was  added,  the  chimney 
ventilator  was  repaired  and  placed,  bulletin  boards  were  put  up,  the  sixth  grade 
table  was  repaired,  and  seats  were  rearranged  so  that  the  second  and  third  grade 
rooms  might  be  exchanged,  on  account  of  comparative  size  of  classes.  In  the 
fall  the  front  slate  boards  in  the  middle  downstairs  room  then  used  for  second 
grade  were  lowered  to  be  in  range  of  the  pupils,  and  shelves  were  added  near 
the  back  of  this  room.  In  the  sixth  grade  room  a  base  plug  was  added  for  a 
principal’s  desk  lamp.  The  new  Weil-McLain  steam  boiler,  added  at  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  1932,  was  given  a  three-year  $5,000  coverage  of  public  liability  in¬ 
cluding  employee,  property  damage,  and  crackage. 

The  needs  at  Centre  School  are  too  numerous  to  mention.  Besides  the  need 
of  painting,  which  could  be  done  now  at  a  saving,  sash  bottoms  are  falling  out, 
a  new  door  is  needed  on  the  North  side  and  the  back  steps  need  new  top  boards. 
A  roof  should  be  built  in  back  to  keep  the  water  from  entering  the  cellar.  Here 
the  doors  drag  and  often  ice  has  to  be  chopped. 

At  the  Merrimacport  School  four  inside  partition  windows  were  hinged  in 
June.  During  the  summer  the  stove  hole  in  the  upstairs  room  was  closed  against 
further  use,  as  a  fire  precaution.  In  the  fall,  the  attic  was  cleaned  out,  new 
boards  were  added  on  the  front  steps  on  the  Broad  Street  side,  and  preliminary 
precautions  were  taken  against  the  repetition  of  leaks  such  as  those  which  oc¬ 
curred  when  the  rain  of  November  1  beat  in  on  the  southeast  or  Merrimack 
River  side.  Among  the  needs  at  the  Port  School  are  gravel  for  filling  the  muddy 
spots,  and  the  development  of  some  sort  of  Port  School  Playground.  The  latter 
project  would  be  a  good  one  for  some  organization.  Even  the  seesaw  needs  re¬ 
newal  or  repair. 

Throughout  the  schools  during  1932  new  inexpensive  automatic  shut-off 
bubblers  have  been  purchased,  to  replace  the  old  ones  from  which  water  was 
wasted  by  the  hour.  At  Centre  an  extra  bubbler  was  added  to  prevent  con¬ 
gestion  and  long  waits  at  recesses. 


TEACHERS 

During  the  entire  calendar  year  1932  Merrimac  retained  the  same  staff 
of  teachers  in  all  its  schools  as  in  the  fall  of  1931.  It  is  a  staff  of  which  Merri- 
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mac  may  well  be  proud;  loyal,  interested,  co-operative  and  one  year  older  in 
experience  and  wisdom.  Retaining  the  staff  has  meant,  of  course,  that  we  shall 
receive  added  state  reimbusements  to  the  town,  not  to  mention  the  still  better 
service  the  teachers  have  been  able  to  give.  Citizens  who  talk  in  terms  of  pay 
cuts  had  best  first  compare  Merrimac  salaries  with  those  in  towns  where  cuts 
have  been  given.  During  the  long  period  of  price  inflation  Merrimac  did  not 
adopt  the  policy,  as  many  towns  did,  of  measuring  teachers’  salaries  in  terms  of 
purchasing  power.  $45,390.53  is  the  latest  average  school  expenditure  of  all 
towns  in  the  two  thousand  population  class  which  maintain  their  own  high 
schools.  When  this  average  is  compared  to  $29,848.48,  Merrimac’s  1932  school 
expenditure,  or  to  $27,935.00,  Merrimac’s  1933  requested  appropriation,  it  can 
be  understood  more  readily  what  the  latest  state  report  (Nov.  30,  1932)  means 
when  it  says  that  Merrimac’s  school  expenditure  per  pupil  is  97th  among  the 
117  towns  in  its  class,  at  the  same  time  that  the  tax  rate  is  5th  from  the  top. 

HIGH  SCHOOL 

Of  the  465  pupils  enrolled  in  the  Merrimac  public  schools  in  September 
1932,  112  were  registered  at  the  high  school,  6  of  these  being  postgraduates. 
The  postgraduates  are  Robert  Carter,  Phyllis  Colby,  Charlotte  Franklin,  John 
Lancaster,  Rosella  Lawrence,  and  Arlene  Smith.  Of  the  remaining  11  graduates 
of  the  class  of  1932,  John  Walker  is  attending  the  State  College  at  Amherst 
Charles  Whitcomb  the  Teachers’  College  at  Bridgewater,  and  the  others  are 
variously  distributed. 

A  continued  feature  at  the  high  school  has  been  the  offering  of  college  pre¬ 
paration  for  those  who  have  the  determination  and  the  ability  to  pursue  the  re¬ 
quired  subjects  to  an  A  or  B  grade.  Any  student  who  has  the  necessary  quali¬ 
fications  to  be  a  good  investment  risk  of  parental  funds  for  a  college  education, 
should  be  able  to  prepare  at  our  high  school. 

In  shorthand  and  typewriting,  too,  the  commercial  department  has  been 
showing  results  through  the  year.  In  the  spring  Ruth  Eastman  attained  an 
official  speed  of  100  words  a  minute  in  Gregg.  Rose  Mader  80  words,  and  Eleanor 
Archibald  60  words;  this  fall  already  Elsie  Pease,  Evelyn  Gilmore,  and  Alice 
Thorne  have  attained  80  words  a  minute,  and  in  typewriting  this  fall  Elsie  Pease 
has  attained  an  official  record  of  61  words  a  minute  for  ten  minutes. 

A  feature  during  the  year  has  been  the  Friday  morning  assemblies  with 
outside  speakers.  Athletics  have  thrived,  but  the  raising  of  funds  for  athletics 
has  been  a  problem.  Extra  curriculum  activities,  the  Jamaco  Journal,  and  social 
gatherings  have  had  their  place  during  the  year.  On  April  8  the  Stunt  Night 
at  Grange  Hall,  on  May  6  the  Junior  Prom,  on  May  27  the  Senior  Prom,  and 
on  November  3  the  informal  reception  to  the  freshmen  by  the  Student  Council. 

Early  in  the  year  the  seal  designed  by  John  O.  Walker  was  officially  adopted 
for  the  Merrimac  High  School. 

In  the  fall  a  telephone  was  installed. 

During  December  Mr.  Ralph  C.  Taylor  of  Melrose,  a  Brown  graduate, 
1927,  with  A.  M.,  1931,  was  engaged  for  the  English  department  during  the  leave 
of  absence  through  illness  of  Miss  Ruth  E.  Mac  Duff  ee. 

Further  facts  will  be  found  elsewhere,  in  the  report  of  the  high  school  princi¬ 
pal,  and  in  data  following. 


JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 

During  1932  a  policy  was  adopted  in  respect  to  eighth  grade  pupils  who 
had  not  earned  by  June  the  right  to  a  diploma,  but  who,  nevertheless,  might  have 
been  considered  as  candidates  for  trial  promotion  if  a  diploma  were  not  in  ques¬ 
tion.  Such  pupils  were  allowed,  if  they  and  their  parents  desired,  to  take  ex¬ 
aminations  in  September  in  the  subjects  in  which  they  had  failed  to  attain  an 
average  of  C  for  the  year.  If  these  examinations  were  passed  they  were  allowed 
to  try  the  high  school  work  until  Christmas.  If  they  had  by  then  attained  an 
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average  of  C  in  three  of  their  four  major  high  school  subjects,  they  were  allowed 
to  continue  as  regular  freshmen  and  were  entitled  to  a  junior  high  school  diploma 
on  or  before  the  end  of  the  school  year.  In  each  of  such  cases,  in  1932,  Mr.  Patchett 
visited  a  parent  to  discuss  the  child. 

At  the  end  of  1932  Mr.  Patchett  reports: 

“The  past  year  has  been  one  of  interest  to  all  connected  with  the 
Junior  High  School.  While  we  have  endeavored  to  strengthen  each 
branch  of  school  work,  special  attention  has  been  given  to  the  school 
library  and  to  adding  equipment  for  science  work. 

“During  May  the  senior  class  made  a  profitable  trip  to  Boston, 
visiting  several  places  of  historical  interest. 

“In  addition  to  our  regular  school  work,  a  keen  interest  has  been 
shown  in  the  extra  curricula  activities.  These  comprised  the  monthly 
issues  of  a  school  paper,  the  French  club,  the  Audubon  society,  and 
work  in  dramatics. 

“The  latter  part  of  the  year  a  few  of  the  boys  were  organized  into  a 
repair  squad.  This  group  of  boys  enlarged  and  rewired  the  system 
of  bells,  repaired  breakage,  and  did  other  minor  jobs  about  the  premises. 

“In  1933  we  hope  to  be  able  to  give  more  attention  to  the  formation 
of  a  manual  training  club.” 

On  June  9  the  high  school  principal  made  the  annual  visit  for  the  purpose 
of  guiding  freshmen  in  the  selection  of  high  school  subjects  and  courses.  Parents 
of  eighth  grade  pupils  should  attend  these  annual  contact  meetings,  especially 
in  a  town  in  which  junior  and  senior  high  schools  are  separate. 

On  June  17,  the  annual  Class  Day  was  held  with  the  planting  of  ivy.  The 
response  of  parents  and  friends  was  excellent. 

On  the  evening  of  June  21  at  Sargent  Hall,  25  pupils  graduated  from  the 
Junior  High  School,  4  boys  and  21  girls.  The  diplomas  were  presented  by  Mr. 
Howard  L.  DeLong.  Leonora  Child  was  valedictorian  and  Elizabeth  Water- 
house  salutatorian.  The  diplomas  were  lettered  by  Miss  Florence  Hargraves 
of  Merrimac. 

In  September  the  school  opened  with  an  enrollment  of  83,  of  which  37  were 
in  the  7th  grade  and  46  in  the  8th.  Features  of  the  fall  have  been  the  definite 
scheduling  of  periods  for  character  education  by  Mr.  Patchett,  the  continually 
increasing  interest  in  elementary  science,  and  the  very  manifest  desire  of  the 
pupils  to  do  things  for  their  school.  As  an  instance  of  the  latter,  a  leather  cover 
was  made  for  the  dictionary  by  John  Smith.  Again,  the  pupils  are  endeavoring 
to  raise  funds  for  the  purchase  of  a  loose-leaf  encyclopaedia. 

In  the  opinion  of  Mr.  Patchett,  the  basement,  at  little  cost,  could  be  made 
into  a  room  suitable  for  drawing  and  other  activities. 

CENTRE  SCHOOL 

In  September,  1932,  Centre  School  had  an  enrollment  of  250,  distributed 
as  follows:  Grade  1 — 37,  II — 36,  III — 51,  IV — 48,  V — 38,  VI — 41.  The  size 
of  the  third  grade  precluded  the  use  of  the  middle  room  of  the  first  floor,  as  in 
recent  years,  so  the  second  grade  pupils  of  June  returned  to  the  same  room  in 
September,  and  the  third  grade  teacher  moved  in.  One  child  cried,  thinking 
she  had  not  been  promoted  under  these  conditions.  The  fourth  grade  pupils 
of  June  likewise  returned  to  their  room  in  September,  while  the  fifth  grade 
teacher  moved  in;  the  incoming  fourth  grade  was  too  large  for  the  middle  room 
of  the  upper  floor.  The  grades,  therefore,  in  September  were  located  in  rooms 
as  follows:  first  floor,  street  front  to  back,  contains  the  fourth,  second,  and  first 
grades,  in  order;  second  floor,  street  front  to  back,  contains  the  sixth,  fifth  and 
third,  in  order. 

Again  in  1932  children  who  were  slightly  below  age  were  admitted  to  the 
first  grade,  at  the  request  of  their  parents,  after  it  was  determined  that  the  num- 
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ber  of  children  who  had  attained  the  age  of  five  on  or  before  April  1  would  still 
leave  the  necessary  seats  to  make  this  possible.  At  present  the  age  limit  of  such 
candidates  is  set  at  June  1. 

The  present  location  of  the  second  grade  on  the  first  floor  has  certain  ad¬ 
vantages  in  its  own  right,  particularly  during  fire  drills.  Even  pupils  of  the  third 
grade,  a  year  older,  are  somewhat  timid  about  using  the  fire  escape  in  back. 

The  school  morale  has  been  excellent ;  frequent  social  gatherings  have  helped 
to  foster  this.  Mrs.  Kingsbury,  in  her  year-end  report,  writes:  “The  same  help¬ 
ful  co-operative  spirit  even  with  a  pupil  load  of  fifty  or  more  has  prevailed  through¬ 
out  the  year.”  And  the  third  grade  teacher  proffers  remarks  upon  the  excellent 
discipline  of  the  class  as  a  whole  which  she  received  in  the  fall,  much  to  the  credit 
of  the  first  and  second  grade  teachers. 

The  pupils  of  the  school  have  been  working  on  a  project  for  raising  funds  for 
buying  a  lens  for  the  school  stereoptican.  This  lens  was  lost  during  the  summer; 
the  stereoptican  was  bought  by  funds  raised  in  the  school  in  1929. 

One  of  the  needs  of  the  school  is  base  plugs  and  desk  lamps  for  the  teachers’ 
desks;  this  would  be  an  enonomy  in  the  end,  from  many  angles. 

MERRIMACPORT  SCHOOL 

The  Port  School  is  very  grateful  indeed  for  its  gift  on  May  2  of  a  piano  from 
the  American  Legion. 

In  September  the  school  opened  with  an  enrollment  of  20,  6  in  the  first 
grade,  9  in  the  second,  and  5  in  the  third.  Both  teacher  and  pupils  have  seemed 
to  enjoy  the  new  material  of  the  Cordts  reading  system,  which  runs  parallel  to 
that  now  in  the  Centre  School.  The  charts  are  placed  on  an  old  Aldine  stand 
rejuvenated  by  Mr.  DeLong.  The  music  in  the  school  has  shown  a  marked 
improvement.  A  movable  blackboard  was  added  to  the  equipment  during  the 
year. 

For  the  school  year  beginning  in  September,  Mr.  Fred  O.  Bailey  was  elected 
janitor  of  the  Port  School. 


OTHER  PUPILS 

Merrimac  has  one  vocational  pupil  in  the  printing  department  of  the  Haver¬ 
hill  Trade  School,  and  three  tuition  pupils  in  the  Rocks  Village  School,  for  which 
tuition  is  paid  to  the  city  of  Haverhill. 

DRAWING 

Miss  Kelly,  in  the  fall  of  1932,  submitted,  through  the  superintendent’s 
office,  a  most  interesting  and  comprehensive  outline  for  her  drawing  work  in 
Merrimac.  The  following  words  are  from  her  seventh  year-end  report: 

“Two  principal  aims  this  year  are: 

“For  Economy  and  Thrift — To  reveal  to  the  children  opportunities 
for  making  useful  and  beautiful  articles  from  common  materials  which 
are  thrown  away  every  day. 

“For  Co-operation — In  teaching  the  principles  of  art,  to  enrich  such 
subjects  as  history,  geography,  language,  spelling  and  health,  by  con¬ 
struction  of  objects,  use  of  sand  table,  maps,  note  books  and  posters, 
proving  that  drawing  is  a  means  of  expression  and  education  as  well  as 
writing,  speaking  and  singing. 

“A  handicraft  class  has  been  formed  at  the  High  School  for  boys  who 
have  ideas  which  they  wish  to  work  out  under  guidance.  Their  work 
and  that  of  all  classes  has  been  shown  from  time  to  time  at  the  library 
and  in  store  windows.” 
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MUSIC 

In  the  spring  Mr.  Douglas  A.  Porell  resigned,  without  returning  from  his 
year’s  leave  of  absence.  The  position  was  filled  by  the  election  of  Mrs.  Doris 
C.  Currier  who  had  filled-in  for  Mr.  Porell  during  the  preceding  year.  Mrs. 
Currier,  therefore,  in  effect,  remains  with  us  for  her  second  year. 

1932  has  been  a  very  successful  year  in  Merrimac  school  music.  On  April 
6  the  combined  Merrimac-West  Newbury  High  School  Orchestra  played  for 
all  the  teachers  of  the  district  at  the  union  teachers  meeting  held  at  the  Merri¬ 
mac  High  School.  Participants  included  John  Walker,  trumpet;  Ruth  Cutler 
and  Willard  Kelly,  violins;  Lucille  Godin,  piano.  On  May  1,  Howard  DeLong, 
Jr.,  tenor  and  Daniel  Hargraves,  bass,  represented  the  High  School  Chorus  at 
the  All  New  England  Chorus  in  Providence.  On  June  10  an  operetta,  Sun- 
bonnet  Sue,  was  repeated,  very  successfully,  by  the  students  of  the  Merrimac 
High  School  at  Grange  Hall.  The  fall  finds  Merrimac  developing  its  own  or¬ 
chestra,  and  four-part  song  work  in  thrb/ing  condition  in  the  high  school.  Through 
out  the  grades  time  has  been  taken  for  including  music  appreciation.  The  latter 
work  could  be  be  greatly  aided  by  adequate  records  of  the  Music  Education 
series.  Salisbury  now  has  this  equipment,  and  Newbury  has  started  to  obtain  it. 

WASHINGTON  BICENTENNIAL 

The  outstanding  event  in  1932  in  the  schools  of  Merrimac  and  throughout 
the  schools  of  the  nation  was  the  celebration  of  the  two-hundredth  anniversary 
of  the  birth  of  George  Washington.  This  celebration,  under  the  direction  of  the 
George  Washington  Bicentennial  Commission,  with  the  President  of  the  United 
States  as  Chairman,  extended  for  nine  months,  from  Washington’s  birthday 
to  Thanksgiving.  Its  central  thought  was  the  refocusing  of  the  minds  of  the 
youth  of  the  nation  upon  the  life  of  George  Washington  and  upon  the  signifi¬ 
cance  of  the  birth  of  the  nation  under  his  leadership.  Its  methods  included 
distribution  of  abundant  reference  guidance  for  study,  and  suggestion  of  days 
and  forms  of  special  observance,  together  with  distribution  of  some  actual  litera¬ 
ture. 

The  schools  of  Merrimac  entered  fully  into  the  spirit  of  the  program.  Al¬ 
though  neither  funds  nor  economic  conditions  warranted  the  purchase  of  Wash¬ 
ington  school  reference  libraries,  nor  the  use  in  our  schools  of  such  materials  as 
the  official  Washington  motion  pictures  which  became  available,  the  Merrimac 
schools  commemorated  Washington  abundantly  upon  his  bicentennial  birthday, 
at  graduation,  at  tree-planting  time,  and  in  the  classroom  throughout  the  period. 

On  February  19,  at  the  Merrimacport  School  Mr.  John  T.  Lovett  gave  an 
inspiring  address  on  “The  Meaning  of  the  American  Flag  and  George  Washington 
to  us.”  Many  guests  were  present.  The  program  consisted  of  twenty-two 
numbers,  mostly  poems  by  the  school  and  songs  by  all  present. 

On  March  16  at  Sargent  Hall  the  pupils  of  the  Centre  School  held  a  George 
Washington  pageant  in  which  pupils  from  all  six  grades  participated.  With 
guests,  the  hall  was  nearly  full. 

On  April  29  two  Washington  elms  were  planted  with  appropriate  ceremonies, 
— one  at  the  High  School  and  one  at  the  Junior  High.  Each  pupil  participated 
by  throwing  in  a  symbolic  handful  of  earth.  The  tree  at  the  High  School  was 
labeled  “Washington  Elm”  by  a  small  plate  etched  on  copper  in  the  high  school 
chemical  laboratory.  Another  Washington  Elm  was  planted  at  the  Merrimac¬ 
port  School  on  May  5.  These  trees  were  presented  by  Mr.  Willard  T.  Kelly. 
They  will,  it  is  hoped,  serve  as  perpetual  reminders  to  the  pupils. 

MEMORIAL  DAY 

Since  these  are  times  when  patriotism  is  especially  in  order  and  when  the 
minds  of  children  may  well  be  focused  upon  the  local  standard  bearers,  it  was 
thought  best  to  have  this  year  an  all-Merrimac  Memorial  Day  program  in  Sar¬ 
gent  Hall,  and  to  invite  for  the  platform  all  local  members  of  the  G.  A.  R.  and 
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also  to  invite  all  local  patriotic  organizations  to  send  one  or  two  representatives. 
The  program  was  held  on  May  27.  The  guests  of  honor  who  appeared  were 
Mr.  John  T.  Lovett  and  Mr.  William  C.  Tuson  of  the  G.  A.  R.,  Mrs.  Eva  Hoyt 
and  Mrs.  George  Kierstead  of  the  Woman’s  Auxiliary  of  the  G.  A.  R.,  Mr.  Philip 
Gilmore  and  Mr.  James  S.  Schiavoni  of  the  American  legion,  and  Mrs.  W.  J. 
MacDougall  of  the  Woman’s  Auxiliary  of  the  American  Legion.  The  program 
consisted  of  songs,  exercises  and  recitations  by  pupils  representing  all  the  schools, 
and  patriotic  addresses  by  Mr.  Lovett  and  Mr.  Schiavoni.  The  committee  of 
arrangements  which  was  appointed  for  the  occasion  consisted  of  Mr.  MacKay, 
Mr.  Patchett,  and  Mrs.  Kingsbury. 

Care  was  taken  that  all  fDgs  were  in  good  condition  for  Memorial  Day. 

GENERAL 

On  February  1  Merrimac  teachers  visited  other  schools  where  work  similar 
to  theirs  was  being  done. 

On  April  23  the  science  work  of  this  district  received  attention  at  the  state 
meeting  of  the  Massachusetts  P.  T.  A.  when  your  superintendent  explained  it 
and  conducted  the  discussion  on  Attitudes  Secured  through  the  Study  of  Science. 

On  May  5  Miss  Juliet  Richardson  of  the  N.  E.  Wild  Flower  Preservation 
Society  gave  an  illustrated  talk  at  Sargent  Hall  to  pupils  through  the  eighth  grade, 
and  later  to  the  high  school  pupils.  She  was  secured  through  Mrs.  Kingsbury. 

On  May  10  the  annual  standardized  achievement  tests  were  given.  These 
aid  us  in  comparing  the  results  of  our  work  in  all  regular  subjects  with  those  of 
the  accepted  national  standards. 

In  June,  State  Library  Reading  Certificates— honor  and  high  honor — were 
given  to  those  pupils  throughout  grades  four  to  eight  who  had  met  the  standards 
required  for  their  grades.  No  school  library  funds  were  available  in  1932;  the 
•co-operation  of  Miss  Susanna  I.  Sayre,  was  invaluable. 

On  September  6  Mr.  Howard  G.  Patchett  was  elected  vice-president  of  the 
Wenemesane  Club,  comprising  all  teachers  of  the  district. 

On  October  13,  Fire  Prevention  Day,  Chief  Aaron  A.  Hume  was  invited 
to  visit  all  schools,  to  witness  fire  drills,  and  to  make  recommendations  for  the 
reduction  of  fire  hazards.  At  the  Centre  School  he  was  accompanied  by  Mr. 
Charles  E.  Bridges;  the  building  was  cleared  in  54  seconds.  At  the  High  School 
he  was  accompanied  also  by  Mr.  George  R.  Buzzell;  the  clearance  was  in  35 
seconds.  At  the  Junior  High  he  was  accompanied  also  by  Capt.  William  C. 
Casazza;  clearance  was  in  49  seconds  because  the  large  class  happened  to  be  up¬ 
stairs.  The  recommendations  were  for  distinctive  sounding  fire  gongs  at  the 
High  and  Junior  High. 

On  October  25,  at  the  Spalding  School  in  Salisbury,  Merrimac  teachers  led 
the  sectional  meetings  held  for  the  improvement  of  English  in  our  schools.  In 
the  high  school  group  analyses  were  presented  by  Miss  McDuffee  of  common 
local  errors. 

On  the  evening  of  November  8,  at  Parker  Hall,  Newbury,  the  teachers  of 
the  district  held  an  informal  gathering  for  fostering  friendly  contacts  and  mutual 
helpfulness  throughout  the  district. 

In  December  Dr.  Doris  H.  Sidwell,  Psychiatrist,  and  Miss  Mary  H.  Holland, 
Social  Service  Worker,  represented  the  state  department  in  conducting  in  Merri¬ 
mac  a  clinic  for  retarded  children.  This  clinic  is  not  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  superintendent  or  the  school  committee;  it  was  made  compulsory  by  legis¬ 
lation  when  Section  46  of  Chapter  71  of  the  General  Laws  was  enacted.  It  is 
administered  under  regulations  prescribed  jointly  by  two  departments  at  the 
State  House. 
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PATRONS 

Patrons  of  the  Merrimac  schools  in  1932  have  included  the  local  P.  T.  A., 
the  Grange,  the  Woman’s  Relief  Corps  of  the  G.  A.  R.,  the  American  Legion, 
Mr.  C.  Lester  Sweeney  of  Merrimac,  and  the  Library  Trustees. 

The  P.  T.  A.,  on  March  9,  under  the  presidency  of  Mrs.  John  B.  Judkins, 
sponsored  a  hearing  clinic  at  the  Merrimac  High  School.  297  pupils  were  given 
the  audiometer  test,  under  the  direction  of  the  Speech  Pleaders  Guild  of  Boston, 
represented  by  Mrs.  Harriet  M.  Manter.  These  tests  were  followed  by  retests 
on  May  26  for  those  whose  hearing  registered  poor  on  the  first  test.  On  Sep¬ 
tember  29  in  Sargent  Hall,  the  P.  T.  A.  opened  another  year  very  successfully 
with  an  inspiring  address  by  Mr.  Harry  Gardner  of  the  State  Department  of 
Education  on  “Can  we  afford  to  educate  our  children?” 

The  Merrimac  Grange,  P.  of  H.,  No.  171,  on  September  21,  entertained  the 
school  department  and  the  P.  T.  A.  There  was  a  rural  comedy,  “Sparkin’,” 
given  artfully  by  the  Progressive  Grange  of  Deerfield,  N.  H. 

The  Woman’s  Relief  Corps  of  the  G.  A.  R.,  through  Mrs.  Eva  Hoyt,  has 
given  new  flags  for  classrooms. 

The  American  Legion  gave  a  piano  to  the  Port  School,  as  mentioned  else¬ 
where. 

Mr.  C.  Lester  Sweeney  gave  the  High  School  ,for  the  opening  of  the  fall 
term,  a  Monroe  Calculating  machine,  a  most  valuable  addition  to  the  commer¬ 
cial  department. 

The  Library  Trustees,  through  Miss  Anine  A.  Kelly,  have  offered  to  start 
for  the  teachers  a  small  professional  library. 

HEALTH 

Upon  recommendation  of  the  District  Health  Officer  Dr.  Robert  E.  Archi¬ 
bald,  the  union  as  a  whole  bought  in  March  a  Forsbeck  instrument  and  a  supply 
of  Schick  and  toxin  anti-toxin  needles  for  work  in  diphtheria  prevention.  Each 
town  contributed  its  share.  This  material  is  under  the  care  of  one  of  the  nurses 
of  the  district  and  is  obtainable  through  the  superintendent’s  office. 

Health  Day  was  celebrated  at  the  Centre  and  Port  Schools  on  May  6  by  a 
short  program  and  the  giving  out  of  tags.  Three  grades  combined  for  each 
program — a  short  health  play. 

In  the  fall  Dr.  Archibald  was  replaced  for  his  year’s  leave  of  absence  by 
Dr.  Henry  N.  DeWolfe  of  Malden. 

At  the  opening  of  the  school  year  the  school  committee,  in  conjunction  with 
the  board  of  health,  signed  application  for  the  benefit  of  the  Chadwick  Clinic. 
Under  this  clinic.,  sponsored  by  a  state  fund  for  the  purpose,  a  survey  will  be 
made  of  Merrimac  children  who  have  tuberculous  tendencies,  but  no  child  will 
be  tested  unless  a  parent  cares  to  sign  the  request  blank  which  will  be  sent  home 
at  the  time.  The  clinic  is  likely  to  start  in  the  spring  of  1933.

“The  Diphtheria  prevention  clinics  were  held  at  Centre  School, 
this  year,  first  on  January  18.  We  Schick  tested  136  children,  as  a 
follow-up  for  the  Toxin  Anti-Toxin  given  in  May  1931,  then  we  had 
three  clinics  January  21,  28,  February  4,  giving  treatment  of  Toxin 
Anti-Toxin  to  55  children.  Dr.  Archibald  of  the  State  Department 
and  Dr.  Sweetsir  gave  the  treatments. 

“On  March  9  the  Audiometer  test  was  given  to  all  High,  Junior 
High  and  Centre  School  pupils  down  through  the  fourth  grade.  On 
May  26,  we  had  a  re-test  for  all  those  with  a  loss  of  hearing  of  9  or  over. 
These  tests  were  given  at  the  high  school  by  Mrs.  Manter.  On  June 
21,  the  Pre-school  clinic  was  held  at  Centre  School,  19  children  attended 
and  were  given  a  physical  examination  by  school  physician,  Dr.  Sweetsir.” 

TRANSPORTATION 

Of  the  465  pupils  enrolled  in  the  Merrimac  schools  in  the  fall  of  1932,  107, 
or  23%,  were  transported  regularly.  They  were  distributed  as  follows:  At  the 
High  School,  23  of  the  112,  or  20.5%;  at  the  Junior  High,  30  of  the  83,  or  36.1%; 
at  the  Centre  School,  50  of  the  250,  or  20%;  at  the  Port  School,  4  of  the  20,  or 
20%. 

In  June,  the  school  bus  contracts  expired. 

During  the  summer,  Mr.  DeLong,  the  new  committee  member,  made  a 
long  and  arduous  transportation  survey  of  Merrimac,  and  made  many  charts 
of  possible  routings.  It  was  his  hope  to  find  an  economical  solution  whereby  a 
one-session  plan  might  be  possible  for  the  High  and  Junior  High.  Plans  for 
different  types  of  possible  routings  and  different  times  of  delivery  were  distributed 
in  August  to  those  who  cared  to  bid.  On  August  12,  when  bids  were  opened, 
it  was  found  that  the  one-session  plan  for  the  high  schools  would  cost  -$400  more, 
under  the  best  figures  available,  so  it  was  abandoned. 

The  contract  for  the  entire  town  was  awarded  to  the  Massachusetts  North¬ 
eastern  Street  Railway  Company.  The  bid  of  this  company  was  surprisingly 
lower  than  that  of  its  nearest  competitor,  and  there  was  no  added  insurance. 
Because  of  the  figure  the  committee  was  able  to  continue  the  Port  transportation 
under  its  1932  school  budget.  This  service  could  not  have  been  rendered  under 
the  figures  contained  in  the  spring  contracts  unless  there  had  been  a  special  town 
meeting  and  a  special  appropriation  for  the  purpose.  This  fact  was  explained 
before  the  1932  annual  town  meeting  on  page  117  of  the  1931  town  report.  The 
new  transportation  figure  also  explains  the  $430.65  balance  returned  to  the  town 
at  the  end  of  1932,  as  well  as  the  difference  between  the  1932  transportation  cost 
and  the  1933  transportation  estimate. 

ADDED  REIMBURSEMENT 

$1,369.08  more  reimbursement  from  the  state  is  expected  in  1933  than  was 
received  in  1932.  This  comes  in  larger  proportion  from  the  continuance  of  our 
teachers  in  their  positions,  and  their  consequent  increased  experience,  than  from 
any  other  one  factor.  The  original  purpose  of  teacher  reimbursements  was  to 
enable  small  towns  to  increase  their  teachers  and  retain  them,  with  little  to  no 
added  cost  to  the  town.  The  total  expected  1933  reimbursement  of  $9,219.92 
means  that  the  town  pays  only  $18,715.03  out  of  taxation  for  its  schools  on  a 
1933  appropriation  of  $27,935.  This  means  a  cut  of  14.9%  out  of  the  cost  of 
schools  from  taxation,  it  is  a  rock  bottom  cut,  if  teachers  salaries  are  to  re¬ 
main  the  same.  Those  who  compare  Merrimac  salaries  to  average  salaries 
which  are  paid  will  want  them  to  do  so.  The  per  pupil  cost  in  Fall  River  even 
after  the  most  drastic  cuts  were  made  are  19%  more  than  the  per  pupil  cost  in 
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Merrimac, — a  comparison  which  bends  over  backwards  in  fairness  because  the 
per  pupil  costs  in  small  towns  average  higher  for  the  state  than  those  in  cities. 

School  reimbursements  are  paid  to  the  town  treasurer;  they  are  not  avail¬ 
able  to  the  school  committee,  but  are  applied  for  reducing  the  town  tax  rate. 
They  come  from  claims  filed  from  the  superintendent’s  office,  a  little  for  this  and 
a  little  for  that,  adding  in  1933  to  an  estimated  total  of  $9,219.92.  W  hen  re¬ 
imbursements  are  received  they  are  often  part  of  a  check  containing  other  state 
funds,  but  the  state  sends  notice  to  the  superintendent  of  how  much  of  the  check 
results  from  school  claims.

Gentlemen : 

Herewith  I  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Merrimac  High  School. 

The  total  enrollment  at  the  beginning  of  school  in  September  1932,  was  112. 
Of  these  six  were  Post  Graduates,  all  of  the  Class  of  1932.  This  marks  the  first 
time  for  many  years  that  Post  Graduates  have  availed  themselves  of  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  extended  education  in  the  local  high  school  after  graduation.  It  is  to 
be  hoped,  if  facilities  will  permit,  that  this  practice  will  be  continued.

This  is  the  second  school  year  during  which  we  have  used  the  so-called  home 
room  system.  Previous  to  the  adoption  of  this  system,  the  students  all  met  at 
the  beginning  of  each  session  in  the  main  room.  Those  students  who  could  not 
be  accommodated  there  met  in  the  room  adjoining  the  main  room,  the  English 
Room.  As  a  result,  it  was  frequently  impossible  to  properly  check  up  on  at¬ 
tendance,  excuses  for  absence,  tardiness,  failures,  individual  student  problems 
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etc.,  with  such  a  large  group  of  students  in  one  room.  In  the  home  room  system, 
the  Post  Graduates  meet  in  the  Language  Room,  the  Seniors  in  the  English 
Room,  the  Juniors  in  the  Commercial  Room,  the  Sophomores  in  the  History 
Room,  and  the  Freshmen  in  the  Main  Room.  Each  class  is  presided  over  by 
a  teacher  during  the  opening  exercises.  In  this  way  the  checking  up  processes 
are  divided  between  five  teachers  who  obviously  can  much  more  efficiently  attend 
to  these  many  matters. 

As  far  as  possible  the  students  assemble  in  the  Main  Room  once  a  week 
usually  on  Friday  morning.  A  special  program  is  arranged  for  each  of  these 
assemblies.  Most  of  the  programs  are  instructive  in  type;  some  combine  in¬ 
struction  with  entertainment.  A  few  of  the  specially  planned  attractions  of 
these  weekly  programs  follow:  Speakers  from  Tufts  College,  Burdett  College, 
Northeastern  University  on  such  subjects  as  “College  Life,”  “Preparing  for  Col¬ 
lege,”  “The  Value  of  a  College  Education.”  Speakers  giving  illustrated  lectures 
on  birds,  and  on  wild  flowers.  The  Chief  Forester  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  on  “Forestry  and  Conservation  of  Forests.”  Several  plays  by 
the  Merrimac  Junior  Womens’  Club.  The  editor  of  a  local  newspaper  on  “News¬ 
paper  Work  as  a  Career.”  A  vocal  concert  rendered  by  Mrs.  Doris  Currier; 
an  instrumental  concert  by  the  school  orchestra;  a  novel  demonstration  of  type¬ 
writing  speed  by  a  representative  from  a  standard  typewriter  service;  a  rousing 
talk  on  “Baseball  and  Life”  by  a  gentlemen  from  a  Boston  Publishing  House,  etc. 

During  April  the  high  school  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Doris  Currier  con¬ 
ducted  an  operetta.  “The  Sunbonnet  Girl.”  This  was  the  first  time  that  the 
high  school  had  attempted  this  kind  of  entertainment  yet  so  well  was  it  pre¬ 
sented  that  it  manes  the  first  of  a  probable  annual  series  of  similar  performances. 
Mrs.  Currier  worked  unstintinglv.  Her  efforts  were  reflected  in  the  remarkable 
manner  in  which  the  students  interpreted  this  clean  type  of  entertainment.  It 
is  to  be  hoped  that  the  people  of  Merrimac  will  encourage  the  younger  people 
in  sponsoring  performances  of  this  kind. 

The  Senior  play  “In  The  Octagon”  coached  b}^  Miss  Ruth  MacDuffee,  earned 
success  in  its  presentation  and  the  annual  stunt  night  was  well  managed. 

In  athletics,  the  girls,  coached  by  Miss  Jeanne  Dozois,  usually  win  all  but 
one  or  two  of  their  basketball  games.  The  boys  compete  with  other  schools  in 
football,  basketball,  and  baseball  and  in  general  have  done  well.  For  a  school 
of  its  size,  Merrimac  High  School  is  well  represented  in  sports. 

Interclass  games  of  basketball  continues  to  hold  the  enthusiasm  of  the  stu¬ 
dents.  Both  Miss  Jeanne  Dozois,  coach  of  the  girls,  and  the  boys’  coach,  have 
interested  many  students  to  participate  in  this  healthful  sport.  A  session  of 
practice  is  weekly  given  to  Junior  High  School  students,  and  games  are  arranged 
in  which  they  take  part,  in  addition  to  the  practice  and  interclass  games  for  the 
high  school  students.  Last  year  both  the  girls’  and  boys’  teams  of  the  Class  of 
1932  won  the  championship  among  the  classes. 

For  the  second  consecutive  graduation  the  Seniors  wore  caps  and  gowns. 
Many  who  observed  the  exercises  commented  upon  how  neatly  and  uniformly 
the  Seniors  were  dressed.  Many  parents  were  gratified  at  the  economy  in  cloth¬ 
ing  the  students  which  was  made  possible  by  the  adoption  of  this  custom. 

Recently  a  separate  signal  system  has  been  installed  in  the  high  school 
building,  other  than  that  used  for  changing  classes.  An  electric  horn  sounded 
by  three  different  push  buttons  placed  at  conspicuous  places  in  the  building, 
does  away  with  any  possibility  of  confusion  in  signals  during  fire  drills. 

Merrimac  High  School  remains  a  Class  A  high  school,  as  awarded  by  the 
Department  of  Education  of  Massachusetts,  and  is  on  the  list  of  approved  schools, 
as  compiled  by  the  New  England  College  Entrance  Board. 

Appended  to  this  report  are  the  following;  High  School  Graduates  1932, 
Junior  High  School  Graduates  1932,  High  School  Scholarship  Honors,  Commence¬ 
ment  Program,  Prizes  Awarded  at  Commencement  Exercises,  High  School 
Athletic  Data,  and  the  High  School  Curriculum. 
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I  thank  Doctor  Page  and  the  School  Committee  for  their  kind  consideration 
and  for  the  many  ways  in  which  they  have  thoughtfully  co-operated.
